Examiner's Amendment

Cancel claims 1-4. 

Amend claims 5 & 9 as follows: 

5. (Currently amended) A controlling method of a drum type washing 
machine having a microcomputer programmed to control operations , the method 
comprising: 

performing washing and rinsing operations in accordance with a start command 
inputted by a user and a procedure selected by the user; 

performing a first eccentricity measurement operation; aftd 
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performing a first preliminary spin drying operation if the first eccentricity 
measurement is smaller than a first reference value : 

performing a second eccentricity measurement operation and comparing a 
second eccentricity measured at the second eccentricity measurement operation with 
[[a]] the first reference value; 

re-performing the first eccentricity measurement if the second eccentricity is 
larger than the first reference value; 

comparing a first eccentricity measured at the re-performed first eccentricity 
measurement with a second reference value; 

performing a second preliminary spin drying operation without re-performing the 
first preliminary spin drying operation if the first eccentricity is smaller than the second 
reference value; and 

performing a main spin drying operation. 

9. (Currently amended) A controlling method of a drum type washing 
machine having a microcomputer programmed to control operations , the method 
comprising: 

performing washing and rinsing operations according to an inputted condition; 
proceeding to a spin drying process right after the rinsing operation, and simultaneously 
performing a first eccentricity measurement operation on a drum of the drum type 
washing machine; 
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comparing an eccentricity measured at the first eccentricity measurement 
operation with a first reference value; 

performing a first preliminary spin drying operation according to the compared 

result; 

performing a second eccentricity measurement operation; 

determining whether an eccentricity measured at the second eccentricity 
measurement operation is larger than a second reference value, and, if so, repeating 
the first eccentricity measurement operation until the eccentricity becomes smaller than 
the first reference value; 

performing a second preliminary spin drying operation without repeating the first 
preliminary spin drying operation; 

performing a third eccentricity measurement operation; 

starting a main spin drying operation according to a comparison result between 
an eccentricity measured at the third eccentricity measurement operation and a third 
reference value; and 

terminating the whole spin drying process after the main spin drying operation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 5, 7, 9 and 1 2-20 allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, U.S. Patent Publication No. 2003/0213070 to LEE et al., fails to teach 
or reasonably suggest the claimed invention. Specifically, LEE discloses a washing 
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machine controlling method including performing plural eccentricity measurements in a 
spin dry operation to balance the washing drum. However, LEE fails to teach or 
reasonably suggest the claimed controlling method comprising, inter alia, performing a 
second preliminary spin drying operation without repeating the first preliminary spin 
drying operation for the purpose of controlling eccentricity via preliminary spin drying 
operations while reducing the time required to start a main spin drying operation after 
washing and rinsing operations. For at least the foregoing reasons, independent claims 
5 & 9 (and claims dependent thereon) are believed to recite patentable subject matter.
